faith. The hold which they take in this 
point, is vpon the ſpeaches and phzaſes 
which the Apoſtle doth vile: as when he 
ſaith: Abraham our father was iuſtified 
through works. Alſo Rahab the harlot 
was iuſfified thzough wozks, Likewiſe 
ve (ce that of wozkes a man is iuſtiſied, 
and not offaith.onely : Herein the two 
Apoſtles of Chꝛiſt, Saint Paul « Saint 
James, doe ſceme to bee flat contrarye 
the one to the other: foz whereas Saint 
Paul ſapeth, Abraham was iuſtiſied by {| 
faith alone and not by wozkes. Saint 

Iames fayth, he was inſtified by wozks. 


Saint Paul ſaith , and pꝛooueth by ſuns | 


dꝛie and inuincible reaſons, that a man 
is inffified by faith alone without the 
wozkes ol the lawe. Saint Tames ſayeth 
ve le that a man is tuſtifyed by wozkes, 
and not by faith onely. This contrarie- 
tie is but in appearance: foz they both 
w2ote. by. one ſpirite which is alwayes 
like him(elfe,and alwayes agreth withs 
himſelfe 

The whols blame thereof, is to light 
vps vs, that we are lo dim ſighted as not

J auntwere, 
that, although there ber na cquirarietye 
in the matter it ſelle whiche they teache 
pet the diuerũtye of the ſcollers which 
they light vpon, and the contraryeattee 
ction of thoſe whom they inſtructed, cau⸗ 
ſed them to vle a diuers and contrary oꝛ⸗ 
der ol teaching. 

Saint Paule hauing to deale with 
ſuche as woulde ſecke to bee inſfyfyed, 
partely by Faithe in Chꝛiſt: and parte⸗ 
ly by theyr owne deedes, 92 by the dee⸗ 
des of the awe, vſeth this o2der:firfte, 
ſhewing that wee were loſte and con- 
demned inourſelues- then nexte iuſti⸗ 


| fied and ſaued thzoughe the merites of 
Chꝛiſt: Afterwardes that weeareſan- 


cified in him, and mult ſhewe faozthe 
; A ui the 
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the kruits ok dur faith in a pure and holy 
life, ©, Iames lighting vpõ an other ſozt 
of men, which confeſſed the free iuſtiſica 
fion thzvugh faith in Chꝛiſt, yet in this 
they were deteaued, that they did not 
confider,how all thoſe that are inſfified; 
are ſanttiſted, ho we all thoſe-that are in 
Cbꝛiſt Jetuis are newe creatures, that 
they are newe bozne, and walke not af- 
fer the flethe, but after the Spirite, that 
the true finely and iuffifying fayth doth 
biing f#zthe the fruites of righteouſ- 
neſſeirta  holyconerlation.. Nowe be⸗ 
cauſe this tannot bee remooued oz ſepe⸗ 
rated from the right and linelys Fapth. 
Sainte Iames goeth as it were backe⸗ 
wardes and pꝛooueth, that where this 
latter, that is to ſay,the fruits of Faythe 
are wanting, there faithe is wantinge, 
and ſo his dꝛifte is to ſhewe that all vn⸗ 
godly and car nall pꝛofeſlours of Chꝛiſt, 

haue but a deade Faithe which in no re⸗ 


ſpecte is able foꝛ to helpe oꝛ ſane them. 


A ſecond cauſe why they ſeeme ſo much 
to differ, is herein, that menne doe not 
marke well howe they handle, not the 
ſelfe fame matter,no2 hane not the ſame

dzifle. Foz Saint Paule laboureth fo 
pꝛodoue, that the true faytbe daeth ioyne

Iames here beateth vpon this point that 
the deade faithe whiche in but a bare J- 
mage ot the righte Faithe cannot pꝛo⸗ 
ſite a man, this ſhall appeare in the woz 


desol the terte: and atſo a thirde cauſe is

haue faith and haue not wozkes: But 


What auayleth it, thouh a man ſay, hee 
hath faith, and hath no worlces: Aher⸗ 
by it is very manileſt, that when Saint 
James doth attribute the name ol faithe 
vnto this deade Image, hee doeth it not 


in pꝛoper, but in abuſiue ſpeach and af⸗ 


ter the manner fol thoſe men which cal⸗ 
led it faithe, when as in verpe dede.if is 
none , but onelp acertaine reſemblance 
and ſhaddowe.thereof. Thus much foz 


this enteraunce and Cate of his diſpu⸗ 
tation. owe followe his reaſons bx

vnderſtand that a thing which is weak 


and dead in it ſelle, can by no meanes 
haue power to giue life and to ſaue. But 
obſerue it a little better, thus the com 
pariſo ſtandeth, if that liberality which 


is onelp in woꝛdes be told oz deade, and 


doth not p2ofite the poꝛe, noꝛ make him 
a liberall man which vſeth it, then it 


followeth alſo, that that Faith which is 


onely in ſpeach is dead, and therefoꝛe 
cannot ſaue o2 p2ofit him which hath it, 
if wo2des onely could p2ofite oz cauſe it 
to be faith, why ſhoulde not woꝛdes alſo 
p2ofit the pooze man oz woman which 
is deſtitute? If woꝛdes onely can make 
a faithful man, why ſhould not wozdes 
make a liberall man?

Nowe follows 
eth another reaſon, Thou beleeueſt ther 
is one God: thou dòſt well: the diuels 
alſo beleeue & tremble. May this ar- 


gument well, and ye ſhall plainely per⸗ 
cetue, that it doth nothing at all helpe a 


man to ſape he hath faith, when he bath 
no god derds: if this kinde ol faith could 
ſaue him, then ſhould the Diuels be ſa⸗ 
ued alſo, becauſe they haue the ſame be⸗ 
leefe: but becanſe it is moſte certaine, 
that the Dinels ſhall not thereby be ſas 
ued,therefoze it isalloas manifeſt, that 
thoſe men who haue no other belcefe, 
but that which they haue cannot ber (as 
ued. Let vs ſee then howe farrethe faith 


of Dinels doeth goe , Thou belecueſt 


(ſaith he) that there is one God, or that 
God is one, and ſo thou thinkeſt this a 
great matter, not to bele&ene as the vaine 
Gentiles, which did think there were di⸗ 
uers Gods and in derde fo2 ſo farre thou 
doeſt well: but pet marke what a greate 
matter thou halt attained, the Diuels

doe beleue the ſame, and yet haue therby 
no benefite oz reconciliation with God, 
foz they tremble when they remember 
the terrible indgement ſeate i the euer- 
laſting fire which is prepared foz them. 
Chis faith of the Diuels is not to be re⸗ 
rained to ſome one point, but ſtretche- 
eth vnto the whole doctrine ol Faythe. 
Whey doe ſtedfaſtlꝝ beleeue and knowe 
that Jeſus Chꝛiſt dyed foz the ſinnes of 

the wozld: thi sis a ſure reaſon that they 

knowe the doctrine of God, when they 
ſceke to deface and onerthzowe it by con 

frary errours , Whena man therefozs 
is of a ſounde iudgement in the Scrip⸗ 
fares foz matters of Faithe, and is able 
to confirme euery poynt, and to ouert⸗ 
thꝛowe the contrarye erroures: thoughe 
many will ſay, bee is a ſounde man and 
he taketh himſelfe to be as great a Gol⸗ 
peller as anꝝ other, vet if he haue no woꝛ 
kes, if his faith be nat a linely regenera⸗ 
ting kaith, hes may eſteeme of him ſelle 
what he will, but the Lo2detelleth vs, 
that be is no moꝛe fozewarde then the di 
uel,they areas ſounde in the knowledge 
of __ he, hen; got 

:  Wiij And 
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And if this common and generall faith 
would ſerue , they ſhould bee ſaued as 
well as hee. But it may be heere obie⸗ 
cted , that there is greate difference be⸗ 
tweene the Faithe of Diuels: and the 
faith ol thoſe men which beeleene , and 
vet haue no fruites of godiinclle in the. 
The Deuplles indeede doe beeleene all 
matters of faith to be true, but they doe 
not no; cannot beleeue, that they per⸗ 
taine anye thing at all to them, They 
haue no hope of mercy But men al 

though they be very ſinknl, vet they are

vppou them betauſe hee hach ſayde it: 
But the wicked men'they:are moꝛe 
fooliſhe, aud where God bath pꝛonsun⸗ 
ced againſt them foꝛ their ſinnes eter⸗ 
nall fice, they doe not beleeue him, and 
ſo indede their Fapthe commeth ſhoꝛt 


olthe Faith ol Diuelles;they houldbe 


leeue the Loꝛde when hee fellety them 
that all thoſe which doge not tourne 
from their vngodlineſſe when hee cal ⸗ 
leth them to Repentaunce: ſhall hee 


lelues, x will ſeme to. be leeue quite con 
frary vnto 5 which God affirmeth, this 
is nat to ſhut the dooze to repentaunee.

ſuch a dead belefe which doth chaunge 
vs no moꝛe then the Faythe which the” 
Deuills haue, doth chaunge them. io: 
there be re manye af this daye, 

* IP being 
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being ſfuffedas full of wickednefſe as 


euer they can hold, and their woꝛ ds and 
deedes dos plainly ſhew that they are no 
moze changed then Diuels, which will 


ſo bzagge of their faith, and the frength 


thereof, that if there ſhould be but ten in 
the whole Country ſaued, they hope to 
be or them: they neuer vnderſtode ths 
doctrins which the Loꝛd teacheth in this 
place, God gine vs vnderſtanding that 
we be not ſeduced, but that we may ſeke 
at tte handes of Chziſte, to gine vs a 


faifh which may differ from that whiche 
the diuels haue. Beere alſo ſhall appeare 
the ignorance of p Papiſts, They would 


beare men in hande, that S Iames doth 
ſpeake of the ſame faith, which S. Paule 
doth, + b he plainly affirmeth it doth not 
alone tuſtifie . But ſc here as he ſaid be- 


foze what auayleth if a man ſaye hee . 


hath faith, and hath no works, can that 
faith,which i is but in r the dead 
faith ſaue him? So now he telleth moze 
plainely, what faith it is which he ſpea⸗ 
keth of, which cannot helpe a man, euen

fon, which becauſe» it is wonderfull 


ſtrong, hee vleth as if were a cerfaine

tion. But wilt thou vnderſtand(ſaith he) 
Othou vaine man, that the faith which 
is without workes i is deade 2 Se howe 
vehementlis hee thundereth heere a⸗ 
gainſt the carnall pꝛoleſſour, callinge 
him a vaine man, likewiſe wilte thou

ASermon onthe - 
ſucha reaſon, that neither thou noz all 
the wo2ldo, ſhall bee able foz to gapne⸗ 
ſap, it is ſo ſtrong and ſo manifeſt, that 
it will ſkoppe the mouthes of allthe ca⸗ 
villers,- and fo2ce them to conkeſſe, 
wyll they nyll they, that the Faythe, 
Which is without wozkes is deade, (& 
how mernelouſly the holy. Ghoſt dweth 
laboure fo d2tae vs from truſting to 
this bꝛoken ſtaffe, and to fozcs vs to 
ſeeke after the true and right beeleele, 
if we haue any care to ſaue our ſoules.

.god:foz thus he ſaith, ſhelo me thy faith 
by thy dieds, that faith which is with- 
out wozkes is dead. here by the wap ob 
ſerue by coparifon bow far off are thoſe 
frõ grace, which fwarme full ol vnclean 
vites, e their whole rate is nothing but 
a continual ſinning: wheras this is eui 
dently heere pꝛoued Þ ſuch me as cary a 
great ſhewofvp2ightnes; in refraining 
from ſund2y vices, are fil without teſti 
many. of true beleefe,becaule their holie 
[deeds do not appeare:fo2 when as pholy 
ſcriptures doe teſtifie,ythe hart is purtfi 
ed byfaithythoſe are boꝛne againe in p 


new ſpiritual birth, that ther are nein 


creatures, e haue a neo hart, t a right 


ſpirit, created and renewed in them,
